SUBURBAN POLICE are seeking new ways to cope with 
the never-ending pressure to pounce on a new hood. 
Investigation agencies are sifting through old data and up­ 
dated harassment maneuvers in the struggle to find new 
reasons to arrest the top echelon and put members behind bars 
for good. 
Meanwhile, the old pros are learning new ways to make 
money and keep on top of the heap between relatively short 
prison terms or extended escape-type vacations. 
And their friends and younger relatives are learning a lot 
while holding down the fort for their more illustrious teachers. 
This was brought out in a startling manner by the Chicago 
Crime Commission this week in a book containing the names of 
all crime syndicate members and the various business firms 
with which they are involved. 
(Not listed are those persons or firms currently under in­ 
vestigation or indictment.) 
ONE OF THE hoods on the commission’s list is Richard 
Hauff, formerly of Arlington Heights, whom the commission 
believes will return to his established home in the Marina City 
Apartments in Chicago. 
Hauff came up in the crime world starting almost at the 
top. 
Under questionable circumstances he obtained $800,000 to 


buy Mount Prospect Country Club several years ago and con­ 
tinued to add to his then considerable stockpile. 
The Chicago Crime Commission is convinced the compara­ 
tively young man will return with more vigor than ever from 
his six-year prison sentence for wire fraud and for conspiracy 
to obtain secret government information (data which pertained 
to an investigation of his income tax returns.). 
In uncovering the crime network in the Chicago area, the 
commission disclosed several interesting dovetails of business 
and syndicate operations. 


THE INTERESTS of Sam Giancana, sentenced in 1966 for 
one year on a conviction of contempt of the Federal Grand 
Jury, are being taken care of by Charles Giancana, Lexington 
Field, Palatine. 
While the Chicago Crime Commission considers Sam in the 
upper syndicate echelon, controlling the Chicago far west and 
the west suburbs, Charles is more nearly described as a 
“fellow traveler” or “dupe.” 
He’s backed up in his gangster dealings by a hoodlum 
neighbor, Dominick Volpe, Plum Grove Estates. 
Another fellow traveler, Nick Bravos, 8831 Kathy Lane, 
Des Plaines, may have longer to hold down the fort, with 
brother George serving five to 20 years for aggravated kidnap­ 
ping and related charges.

An adjourned board meeting 
called to review architect plans 
for the new Schaumburg High 
School turned out to be a super­ 
intendent’s progress report at 
Thursday night’s P a l a t i n e - 
Schaumburg High School Dis­ 
trict 211 board meeting. 
But the architects, Fridstein 
and Fitch, will present detailed 
preliminary drawings to the 
school board at their next reg­ 
ular meeting, Nov. 9. 
Although district administra­ 
tors and architects have been 
meeting at least twice a week 
to incorporate specifications into 
plans for the new school, final 
reports were not completed un­ 
til late Thursday 
afternoon, 
superintendent of schools Ger­ 
ald McElroy told the board. 
“Architects still must do some 
final paper work before plans 
can be presented to the board,” 
he said. 
SO THE presentation was 
postponed for two weeks. 
However, a rough sketch of 
Schaumburg High School was 
given to the board verbally by 
the superintendent. 
Tentatively, 
the 
new high 


school will be a three-story 
building with two floors devoted 
to academic classrooms. The 
ground floor will include a cafe­ 
teria, gymnasium, lockers and a 
heating plant. 
Some classrooms will be large 
and some will be half the nor 
mal size to enable an expan­ 
sion of special instruction groups 
and team teaching. 
IT WILL BE built to accom­ 
modate 2,500 students and cost 
an estimated $3,614,985. 
The cost is based on receiving 
the maximum $16.50 per square 
foot from the 
Illinois 
School 
Building Commission (ISBC) for 
construction costs. 
The building is expected to 
include 219,090 square feet. 
After preliminary 
architec­ 
tural drawings are presented to 
the board for approval, business 
manager James A. Lawrence 
will take them to the ISBC. 
“We expect to know how much 
money District 211 will receive 
for the new high school the next 
day, Nov. IO, since the ISBC 
is reviewing our application at 
that time,” Lawrence said.

No report was made as to a 
bill submitted earlier to the 
county by the firm of Jensen 
and Halstead, architects to the 
county board for additions al­ 
ready completed. 
Late in September the firm 
submitted a claim for $103,000 
charging it had performed work 
for the county under a long­ 
term contract for which it had 
not been paid. 
Bellinger’s committee request­ 
ed a meeting with a represent­ 
ative of the firm to explain the 
claim. He said early this week 
that the invitation had still not 
been honored.

BUCCIERI’S KIN, Fiore, of 3004 Maple, Berwyn, is none 
other than the top syndicate leader in the south and southwest 
suburbs. 
He's listed as secretary of the B & B Finance Co., 1272 N. 
Milwaukee, Chicago, and is president of Moeller Brothers, Inc., 
a retail furniture store at the same address. 
In 1963 a major appliance company awarded six all­ 
expenses paid tours to Madrid, Spain, as a sales promotion 
gimmick, and brother Frank was rewarded by Fiore for his 
hard work. 
He used one of those promotion tickets to Spain, and Phil 
Alderisio used another. 
Nick Bravos’ brother, George, has estabUshed another 
family affair in the northwest suburbs. Nick needs watching, 
the crime commission indicated, because his brother has been 
linked with the juice racket. 
GEORGE IS one of the “employes” of the B-G Builders, 
5420 N. Harlem Ave., Chicago, where victims allegedly were 
taken to be solicited for juice payments. 
He and other “employes” of the firm were convicted for 
aggravated kidnapping, aggravated assault, and intimidation. 
Sam Giancana is the most significant Unk between the top 
echelon syndicate and hoodlum operations in Wood Dale. 
Bernard Grizaffi and Giancana’s chauffeur, Dominic Blasi, 
have been photographer together, according to the Chicago 
Crime Commission. 
Grizaffi, partner in the firm of Grizaffi and Falcone Con­ 
tractors, Inc., 5937 W. Grand Ave., Chicago, built the multi­ 
million dollar Georgetown West condomain and shopping cen­ 
ter development in the North DuPage village. 
THE FIRM SHARES the same officers and the same office 
address as Bern Electric Co., Inc. Catherine Marchionne is 
secretary, and the late Bernard Grizaffi, Sr. is still listed as 
the registered agent. He died in 1960. 
The company was involved in construction of homes for 
gangsters Uke Jack Cerone, Elmwood Park, and Frank Cerone, 
Schiller Park. 
Grizaffi, in 1963, was vice president of Eden Land and 
Building Co., of which Frank Pantaleo was president. 
They supplied concrete work in construction of the Cerone 
homes, and were involved in remodeling of homes for Anthony 
Accordo, formerly of Elmhurst, and Joseph Glimco, Riverside. 
The Edens firm in 1965 listed as partner Alfonse Carda- 
mone, who opened a bank account under the name of Northern 
IUinois Music Co. Officers included Cardamone, GUmco and 
Sam Battaglia. 
Syndicate influence in suburban building has been well- 
documented in recent years. 
JOSEPH (JOE SHINE) Amabile, whose home address is 
still listed as 4N474 Linda Lane, Addison, currently is serving 
15 years in Leavenworth penitentiary on a conviction of 
extortion. 
He has been called as a defendant in the Northlake case in 
which he, Mayor Henry Neri, Nick Palermo, Leo Shababy and 
Joseph Drozd are charged with conspiracy and extortion. 
The federal government has charged that the five men 
forced developer William G. Riley to pay them $60,500 for per­ 
mission to build the King Arthur apartments in Northlake. 
Riley also built a 204-unit King Arthur apartment develop­ 


ment in Addison. In 1965 the village forfeited his bond for not 
completing improvements in the area of the development. 
THE SAME ACTION was considered against the late 
Anthony Lullo the same year. 
Lullo, developer of Green Meadows Shopping Center, and 
several house and apartment subdivisions in the viUage, was 
linked with the syndicate, possibly as a “dupe.” 
Palermo, of Melrose Park, as owner then of the Melrose 
Park Plumbing and Heating Co., was contractor for some of 
LuUo’s projects. 
His company, now known as Mayo Plumbing Co., Inc., is 
listed by the Chicago Crime Commission as one of the business­ 
es that have an indirect connection with someone in the Chi­ 
cago crime syndicate. 


Officers of the firm are listed as James Langone, who is 
married to Palermo’s daughter; Helen Severino, who is 
Palermo’s niece; and Jean Buonomo, who has been an em­ 
ploye of Palermo’s for a long time. 
LULLO BEGAN his building projects after serving time in 
prison for the 1940 slaying of a payroll guard in Chicago. 
He was investigated last year when the home of William 
Novelli was dynamited in Hillside. 
Novelli, during the investigation, told police he and Lullo 
were friends. 
A building contractor, he and Clifford Olsen had, seven 
months earlier, organized the Olsen-Novelli Construction Co. in 
Bensenville.

I’ve just been reading what 
Dr. Paid Dudley White has to 
say about the causes and pi 
........................................Ye 
pre­ 
vention of heart trouble. You 
must have heard tell of Dr. 
White, the Boston specialist 
Seems as if he’s had more fa­ 
mous patients than you can 
shake a stick at — including 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
If you have any questions 
about the way your heart’s lia­ 
ble to act up in the later years, 
Dr. White’s a good man to lis­ 
ten to. His advice is — well, 
heartening, in every sense of the 
word. It’s about your heart And 
it’s most encouraging. 
Dr. White begins by pointing 
out that the heart is a list-sized 
pump that beats about 100,000 
times a day. Remarkable pump, 
as you might imagine, and if 
anything happens to it, you’re 
in trouble. More and more 
Americans are finding them­ 
selves in deep trouble every 
year. 
Why? 
According to Dr. White, a 
number of causes appear to be 
involved in the development of 
heart trouble. 
Why Overweight? 
One obvious thing is excess 
weight, which puts a strain on 
the circulatory system because 
the heart has to send more blood 
to more pounds of flesh. After 


all, what happens when you 
overload any pump? And mere 
are just too many Americans 
overweight because they overeat. 
The eating problem is compli­ 
cated by cholesterol, or fat in the 
blood, the precise effect of which 
is not completely understood. 
Dr. White, like most of his col­ 
leagues, believes that the less 
saturated fats you absorb, the 
better. 
Nervous tension is a different 
problem, perhaps directly affect­ 
ing the heart, perhaps indirectly 
by causing an eating compul­ 
sion that causes obesity. Ciga­ 
rettes? That’s a thorny question, 
but Dr. White does advise his 
patients to quit smoking. Coffee 
and liquor? Not so dangerous, 
but if you have any heart trou­ 
ble at all, it would be wise to 
drop them. 
Is heredity or environment 
the key factor? No one knows, 
although they’re working on it 
But it does seem that if your 
family has no history of heart 
attacks, you have a better 
chance of escaping one yourself. 
Okay — but what to do about 
it? Dr. White suggests regular 
medical checkups so you car 
know where you stand. Follow 
the diet your doctor gives you, 
especially with regard to the 
avoidance of saturated fats. 
Take off that excess poundage 
Control your tensions. And ge 
some real exercise regularly.

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The Miscellaneous Auction 
9s Everybody’s Bid!

There’s something old for 
everyone at the all-time favor­ 
ite miscellaneous auction. 
And no red-blooded bargain 
hunting northwest suburbanite 
has known bargain hunting’s 
peak in this area until she’s 
tried her hand at bidding. 
Regardless of the setting, re­ 
gardless of whether the wares 
be the contents of a single 
home or a collection of antiques 
and ancient furniture from a 
variety of areas, the theme of 
the entire operation is “move 
the merchandise.” 
You buy it, and you move 
it. 
And very little g o e s un­ 
claimed. 
SLEEVES ROLLED up, per­ 
haps a cigar in one hand and 
the inevitable microphone in 
the other, the auctioneer steps 
to the fore, begins his tongue- 
twisting spiel 
and sets 
an 
afternoon or evening drama of 
competitive buying under way. 
The quick pace of the auc­ 
tioneer’s lingo is matched only 
by the bidder’s lightning fast 
responses. Hands fly up, heads 
nod a subtle “yes,” lips purse 
in firm “no’s” and f a c e s 


moves on. Others are tense as 
they wait for the old treasure 
they’ve chosen to be brought 
forward. 


FRIGHTENING? 
Hardly. Despite the fact that 
there are seasoned auction- 
goers, anybody and everybody 
bids at auctions. Auctioneers 
know this, and are more than 
patient with inexperienced bid­ 
ders who find themselves in 
the midst of bidding by virtue 
of an itchy nose. 
At a recent auction in Wheel­ 
ing there were in the audience 
several 
antique 
dealers, 
a 
number of young couples, chil­ 
dren, and many, many middle- 
aged women, some of whom 
said they just enjoyed looking 
for knick-knacks. 
Do-it-yourselfers bid happily 
but carefully on used furniture 
as they talked of plans to re­ 
finish and refurbish. 


ONE WO M A N 
said 
she 
couldn’t resist the temptation 
to bid on a “thing.” Her hus­ 
band, she said, would think 
of something to do with the 
“thing.” 


Another woman at another 
auction said that she and her 
husband take weekend jaunts 
throughout the Midwest looking 
for antiques to re-do for their 
daughter’s home. 


“We have more than a house­ 
ful now,” she laughed as she 
referred to her Columbus, Ohio, 
home. Although she and her 
husband now know pretty much 
what is worth what, they didn’t 
know much about bidding when 
they began, she said. 


THE FACT that very few 
people do know the true value 
of the merchandise doesn’t stop 
others from grabbing a chair 
and joining in the back and 
forth of bidding. 
One young woman said she 
started going to auctions a few 
months ago after looking at 
furniture prices, and then at 
her budget. 
Other bidders know better 
what they are buying. 
One southern Wisconsin an­ 
tique shop owner says she 
comes to this area to pick up 
antiques because at home she 
is bidding against her own cus­ 


tomers. 
Well aware of antique values, 
she sits up front at auctions 
so she can be sure of what 
she’s buying. 
SHE ALONG with other sea­ 
soned auction-goers insists the 
key to good bargain buying is 
giving the items a thorough 
look-me-over 
before 
bidding 
starts. Even so, she admits, 
sometimes an item missed on 
an initial inspection looks too 
good to pass up once it’s be­ 
fore the audience. 
Everything from 
porcelain 
pipes, 
“primitive” paintings, 
valuable china, furniture and 
toys to bed pans and pennies, 
railroad 
lanterns 
and 
wine 
barrels comes before the auc­ 
tion bidders. 
Wheeling bidders r e c e n tly 
had a chance at a horse robe, 
marble slabs for a dollar a 
piece, jewelry at bargain low 
dollars. Seamen’s chests went 
for less than any antique shop 
would accept. Furniture was 
practically a steal. 
“MARK THAT one cheap 
deal,” the auctioneer’s voice 
rang out as he sold a piece 


for what he felt was a real 
bargain. 
And his audience agreed. 
“Can you imagine what I’d 
have to pay for these in a 
store?” a young woman asked 
as she admired the silver salt 
and 
pepper 
shakers 
she’d 
bought for $1.50. 
At a miscellaneous auction, 
there is price variety, too. 
Not everything sells for low 
prices. The auctioneer usually 
knows what he’s selling or has 
been told key items by the 
party he is selling it for. 
When truly valuable items 
fail to raise a fair price, they 
are put aside, unsold. When 
they do spark bidder interest, 
prices jump way over the $100 
mark. 
OUTSIDE CARS with Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Indiana and even 
one Florida license plate were 
parked. 
“I wonder who owned these 
things before?” one woman 
mused as she loaded her car 
up with new old treasures. 
“Well, they’re all y o u r s 
now!” her husband laughed as 
he hoisted a heavy piece.

Mostly for Men 


by CHARLES E. FLYNN 


I’m always on the outlook for 
a recipe offering a different 
way to prepare a potato dish, 
since potatoes are really the 
“stock in trade” of most meal 
planners. 
Mrs. Linn Jutkins, a reader 
who lives at 7839 S. Honore in 
Chicago, offers this version 
which I’ve tried and find a fine 
taste treat. 
Purchase a 1-pound package 
of frozen shredded potatoes and 
thaw completely. You can, of 
course, peel baking 
potatoes 
and shred them yourself. 
While the potatoes are thaw­ 
ing, sliver I cup of white 
onions and saute them in but­ 
ter until transparent. Do not 
brown the onions. 


IN AN earthenware dish or 
a flat roasting pan, place the 
potatoes in a layer about one 
inch thick. Cover with a layer 
of the sauted onions, then top 
with well-drained flat anchovy 
fillets from a regular-sized ob­ 
long can (2 ounces). 
Drizzle the anchovy juice 
over the dish, then top with I 
cup of half and half. Bake in a 
400-degree oven until brown 
and bubbly, about 30 minutes. 
Serves four people. 
On another occasion when I 
cooked this dish. I added a 
finishing touch by sprinkling 


grated romano cheese over the 
top after the potatoes were 
cooked. 
POTATOES AND mushrooms 
also make a pleasing flavor 
combination and here’s one of 
the easiest preparations I’ve 
encountered. 
Peel 6 medium-sized potatoes 
and slice thinly. In a greased 
casserole place the sliced po­ 
tatoes 
in 
layers, 
sprinkling 
each layer lightly with salt and 
pepper. 
Mix a IO)* ounce size can of 
condensed mushroom soup with 
an equal part of water. When 
well blended pour the mush­ 
room mixture over the pota­ 
toes. 
Cover and bake 45 minutes 
in a 350-degree oven. Uncover 
and bake another 45 minutes 
until the potatoes are tender 
and the dish is lightly browned.

Ifs 
a disaster. I believe it either 
called for too much milk or 


not enough flour. The first 
batch I dropped into the deep 
fat disintegrated like it had 
been hit by a bomb. I added 
enough flour until it held to­ 
gether only to have it stick 
to the bottom of the basket be­ 
fore it had cooked through. 
“My family is wild about 
apple fritters and I was all 
excited to have a new recipe. 
Please tell me as to what went 
wrong. I followed the recipe 
exactly as published in the 
newspaper.” 
I’m truly sorry that you had 
a bad experience with the ap­ 
ple fritters, Mrs. Pursell, but 
let me assure you that I pub­ 
lish no recipe which I have not 
tested. Second, I will be the 
first to admit that with any 
recipe certain slight adjust­ 
ments may have to be made 
because 
of 
the 
ingredients 
used. In this one, it may be 
necessary to add slightly to 
the flour if the apples are very 
juicy. 
But, the main source of your 
trouble was using a deep fat 
fryer. Fritters are fried in a 
skillet in deep fat. 
The fat 
must be very hot when you 
drop in the batter from a spoon 
as I suggested. However, frit­ 
ters, whether they be apple or 
another kind, are not suitable 
for french frying in the basket 
of a deep fryer.—CEF.

No Laughing Matter 


Hiccups Can Be Serious 


Hiccups may be the butt of 
a lot of jokes, but they’re no 
laughing matter. They can be 
serious! 
What causes hiccups? 
According to the Illinois Med­ 
ical Society, they are due to 
a number of things that may 
irritate the nerves controlling 
the contractions of the dia­ 
phragm, your body’s primary 
breathing muscle. When these 
nerves are irritated, they sig­ 
nal the diaphragm to contract 
in a series of spasms. And, 
each time these spasms occur, 
the air you inhale is blocked 
by the closure of your vocal 


chords. That’s what produces 
the “hic.” 


ALMOST anything can trig­ 
ger hiccups: overeating, ex­ 
cessive drinking, gulping hot 
or cold foods, smoking, fatigue, 
emotional stress, even laugh­ 
ter. However, it’s not unusual 
for a number of serious dis­ 
eases such as uremia and 
bronchitis to trigger it, too. 


Once the hiccups begin, it’s 
impossible to determine how 
long they’ll last. While they 
usually pass in five or ten 
minutes, they’ve been known to 


last weeks, months, even years. 
Such bouts are extremely ha­ 
zardous for they seriously in­ 
terfere with eating and sleep­ 
ing. What’s more, they may 
interrupt the breathing mech­ 
anism to such an extent that 
the victim could die of exhaus­ 
tion. 
In these severe cases, special 
drugs are frequently used to 
block the nerves temporarily, 
hopefully halting the spasms. 
By the time the nerves recover, 
the original cause of the attack 
has usually disappeared, along 
with the hiccups. 
FORTUNATELY, m o s t at­ 


tacks of hiccups will respond 
to 
simple 
home 
treatment. 
Over 300 home cures have been 
created over the centuries and, 
surprisingly enough, most of 
of them work at one time or 
another. 
Among them, holding your 
breath for as long as possible 
or downing a jigger of vinegar 
is often successful. 
If you prefer a milder ap­ 
proach, try drinking a glass of 
cold water or even twiddling 
your thumbs. Regardless of the 
method you use, the only real 
cure for hiccups is the one 
that works.

While noting a recent decline in President Johnson’s popu­ 
larity, Pearson said ifs too early to say whether Nixon would 
defeat him. “When the chips are down, the Democratic Party 
tends to unite.” 
President Johnson regards Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York as his toughest potential opponent, said Pearson.

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12 Years of Racing Ends 
12 Years of Racing; 
The End At Wilmot

It grew suddenly quiet as the cars were marshalled for the 
tenth and final race at Wilmot Hills race course, Wilmot, Wis. 
The strange stillness was broken only by the defiant driver 
of a sports racing machine in the pits as he pressed and 
re-pressed the accelerator to feed a dying engine. 
Out of the pits the pack circled the track in formation for a 
start. Double file, they diced 
through the Dog Leg, up hill 
over the novice’s warning word, 
P R A Y , looming before the 
chandelle (an abrupt climbing 
turn). They wove through the 
s’s and around the hairpin. 
Fish 
tailing 
onto the main 
straight, each driver aimed for 
the man in the checkered shirt 
holding the decisive green and 
yellow flags. With a flourish he 
waved the green flag before the 
15 cars. All systems were go. 
The drivers stood on it and the 
final race was on. 
It was October I, 1967. The 
very last race over the short, 
nine-tenths of a mile course 
being run. This fall a ski lodge 
is to be built across a section 
of track to accommodate the 
many winter ski enthusiasts wrho 
flock to Wilmot Hills for snow 
sport. 


THE W ILMOT race track was 
first built 12 years ago under 
the auspices of the Sports Car 
Club of A fric a , Chicago Re­ 
gion. Members Harry Danforth 
and the late Bill Bahana saw the 
need for a track to serve the 
ever growing population of area 
racing drivers. 
Previously, 
old 
army 
air 
fields had been used for racing 
but due to the number and 
severity of accidents that occur­ 
red during the racing season, 
the government closed the fields 
to competition. With the assist­ 
ance of club lawyers, contribu­ 
tions totaling $15,000 and an ad­ 
ditional $15,000 from the SCCA 
treasury. Wilmot came to be 
in a valley cow pasture just 
over the state line. 
Paul Pierce, track manager 
for ten years including the first 
and last years, remembers Wil- 
mot’s beginning. “Our systems 
and techniques were crude those 
first few years. Wre only had 
citizen band radio telephones on 
the corners. It wasn’t until the 
third year that the permanent 
telephone communications were 
intsalled.” The trial and error 
m e t h o d of corner work tech­ 
nique was used. Pierce remem­ 
bers once standing at the as­ 
phalt as a flagman and having 
cars pass on either side of him. 
Eventually, the workers became 
used to the track and the cars’ 
meanderings and could set up 
permanent stations in safety. 


ACTUALLY, SAFETY was a 
major credit to Wilmot’s suc­ 
cess. Through the years, few 
people were seriously injured 
during the races due primarily 
to the fact that the cars were 
restrained 
beneath their full 
potential by the track’s size. 
Just as a driver wound it up 


on the straight he had to cut 
back for a turn. Wide, grassy 
areas bordering the track al­ 
lowed the driver to spin out 
with relative safety. 
However, 
in 
1964 
a 
Fiat 
Abarth slowly rolled at the s’s. 
In natural reaction the driver 
reached out to balance the car 
and broke his arm. 
The Wilmot track had been 
an excellent training ground for 
area drivers since its opening. 
The 
sharp 
and 
high 
speed 
points of the track were excel­ 
lent for new drivers as it tested 
their quick reflexes and did not 
tire or bore them with long 
stretches marked by sudden and 
dangerous turns. 


“IT’S A FUN track to drive,” 
says Rich Dagiel of Elk Grove. 
Dagiel, driving a Lister Chev 
in the “C” Sports Raci ng class, 
says Wilmot was a good track 
to test cars out for mechanical 
difficulties and the track’s clos­ 
ing “stinks!” 
A former Watkins Glen racer, 
John Salisbury, now of Lake 
Villa, 111., says that if it weren’t 
for Wilmot’s convenient location 
he would not have raced this 
year. 
Wilmot was a good track from 
any point of view. From its 
flat inner-pit area the specta­ 
tors could see any point of the 
track. Up in the lodge timing 
and scaring staff members kept 
tabs on their cars as they round­ 
ed the turns or pitted for re­ 
pairs. 
BILL MALONEY of Chicago, 
driver of an Austin Healey in 
“D” Production class, saw Wil­ 
mot as an excellent practice 
track readying n o v i c e and 
skilled drivers alike far the 
more difficult Road America at 
Elkhart Lake, Wis. Bill is a 
regular 
contender 
who 
also 
writes for the weekly sports 
car paper, Competition Press 
and Autoweek and has a regular 
Tuesday night TV show on 
channel 
26 
centered 
around 
motor sports. 
Wilmot and other small tracks 
in Ohio, Indiana and Michigan 
are 
primarily 
for 
“Sunday” 
drivers. The man behind the 
wheel of that first place TR-4 
may be a museum art director 
during the week while the driver 
of the Healey hot at his heels 
may do construction work in 
the suburbs. Of course, it takes 
money to race and the ones who 
win may have pushed harder be­ 
cause they can afford a little 
dented fender and a larger pit 
crew. 
Not so David Frazer of Bet­ 
tendorf, Iowa, driver of a Daim­ 
ler pedal 250. A sales engineer, 


Frazer toted his wife and three 
kids to Wilmot for a “quiet and 
relaxing place to spend a day 
of racing.” He liked the little 
Wisconsin track because nobody 
“tears up cars.” Frazer says he 
races to take a second or third 
place prize. He “can’t afford 
to race to win!” 


ALL THE DRIVER’S opinions 
of W i l m o t ’ s closing, some 
strong, others vehement, are 
caught in this quip from Dave 
Morrell. “It’s a crying shame,” 
Morrell says. 
Wilmot held an event every 
two weeks of the racing season 
for nine years. SCCA alone 
used the track in 1967 but during 
its 
IO 
completely 
functional 
years all clubs had used Wilmot 
as a training ground. 
The last racing day was beau­ 
tiful. The sun shown hot on the 
big “E” Production cars as well 
as the little, whining Formula 
“V’s”. Now, the final racing 
cars were nibbling at the as­ 
phalt to be first to snap at the 
checkered flag. Fifteen cars, 
classed “C” through “F ” Sports 
Racing, wove through twenty 
laps to take home the prestige 
of having won the last race of 
Wilmot. But, there was no ur­ 
gency to beat the standing track 
record set by Ralph Salyer on 
October 2, 1966 in his Cro-Sal- 
McKee Special. Salyer, of Ham­ 
mond, Ind. circled Wilmot in 
41.8 seconds at a record 77.511 
m.p.h.

Horicon, because nowhere do geese pause in such concentrations 
as they do on that national wildlife refuge. 
It is, for a goose, where the action is, the place that “just 
everyone” in the Mississippi Flyway goes to be seen, to mingle, 
to renew acquaintances on the flight south. 
There are so many geese at Horicon in the fall that 
“gaggle” is simply inadequate to describe their numbers. 
Better is the more familiar “herd.” 
Horicon was fashioned as a wilderness of grass and water in 
the early 1940’s. It was a new spot for geese, and word of it 
got around as if it were the best discotheque in town, because 
after just a few migrations the marsh could no longer hold all 
the geese that wanted to stop there. 
Before each fall migration has finally passed through—about 
mid-December—some 200,000 geese make the stop at Horicon. 
At any given time during the peak of the tide, 100,000 to 
150,000 geese may be clustered on the grounds, almost all of 
them Canadas, sometimes with a few snows and other more 
exotic breeds blended in. 
But statistics aren’t sufficient to describe the marvel of it. 
Dwell instead on the thought of looking across a grassy plain 
and seeing a carpet of wild geese, more geese than blades of 
grass. 
That’s Horicon, and that’s why each fall Horicon draws 
humans in the same numbers, just to look. 
On the good days of October, so many people go to 
Horicon that little Route 49, stretching east through the 
marsh from Waupun, becomes a two-lane parking lot. In 
both directions the cars creep, bumper-to-bumper, through 
the marsh valley, and along the shoulders stand more cars, 
and gaggle-watchers, laden with binoculars and cameras. 
There are so many geese—too many geese—that last fall 
federal agents engaged in the infamous wild goose chase, the 
well-intentioned but blundering effort to shoo the birds on south 
before too many crowded in for the marsh’s food. 
The agents found, of course, that you don’t move a goose 
before ifs ready to move, and certainly not an entire gaggle. 
The geese flooded onto surrounding farmlands, hunters had 
their biggest first-day kill of any Wisconsin season, and after it 
was all over, there were still 147,000 geese on the preserve, 
called by some the densest concentration of geese ever known to 
man. 
No, THAT was a gaggle.

'Young' Syndicate Operates in Suburbs

(First in a series of four. 


The syndicate is operating in the northwest suburbs. 
The operations continue, even though a lot of gangsters in 
the 50-70 age bracket have gone to prison or the grave. 
Soon gone for good are the Accardos, the Aiuppas, the Sam 
Giancanas, the Cerones, and the Sam Battaglias of the bootleg 
and Capone generation. 
A new era of terror is descending on northwest Cook and 
north DuPage Counties, in the form of younger brothers, 
nephews, and assorted proteges of the mob. 
SUBURBAN POLICE are seeking new ways to cope with 
the never-ending pressure to pounce on a new hood. 
Investigation agencies are sifting through old data and up­ 


dated harassment maneuvers in the struggle to find new 
reasons to arrest the top echelon and put members behind bars 
for good. 
Meanwhile, the old pros are learning new ways to make 
money and keep on top of the heap between relatively short 
prison terms or extended escape-type vacations. 
And their friends and younger relatives are learning a lot 
while holding down the fort for their more illustrious teachers. 
This was brought out in a startling manner by the Chicago 
Crime Commission this week in a book containing the names of 
all crime syndicate members and the various business firms 
with which they are involved. 
(Not listed are those persons or firms currently under in­ 
vestigation or indictment.) 
ONE OF THE hoods on the commission’s list is Richard 
Hauff, formerly of Arlington Heights, whom the commission 


believes will return to his established home in the Marina City 
Apartments in Chicago. 
Hauff came up in the crime world starting almost at the 
top. 
Under questionable circumstances he obtained $800,000 to 
buy Mount Prospect Country Club several years ago and con­ 
tinued to add to his then considerable stockpile. 
The Chicago Crime Commission is convinced the compara­ 
tively young man will return with more vigor than ever from 
his six-year prison sentence for wire fraud and for conspiracy 
to obtain secret government information (data which pertained 
to an investigation of his income tax returns.). 


In uncovering the crime network in the Chicago area, the 
commission disclosed several interesting dovetails of business 
and syndicate operations. 


THE INTERESTS of Sam Giancana, sentenced in 1966 for 
one year on a conviction of contempt of the Federal Grand 
Jury, are being taken care of by Charles Giancana, Lexington 
Field, Palatine. 
While the Chicago Crime Commission considers Sam in the 
upper syndicate echelon, controlling the Chicago far west and 
the west suburbs, Charles is more nearly described as a 
“fellow traveler’’ or “dupe.’’ 
He’s backed up in his gangster dealings by a hoodlum 
neighbor, Dominick Volpe, Plum Grove Estates. 
Another fellow traveler, Nick Bravos, 8831 Kathy Lane, 
Des Plaines, may have longer to hold down the fort, with 
brother George serving five to 20 years for aggravated kidnap­ 
ping and related charges.

Fogel, director of the Meadows 
Park District. 
HIS BOARD OF commission­ 
ers is watching the ‘Y’ organi­ 
zation movement with interest. 
The president of the original 
park board in Rolling Meadows 
is an ardent supporter of bring­ 
ing a ‘Y’ to the area. 
“There 
are 
wider 
benefits 
than recreation,” said John J. 
Woods, who resigned from the 
park board when he was elected 
mayor in 1959. 
He cited such expanded serv­ 
ices as family counseling as an 
example. The professional per­ 
sonnel, he believes, would de­ 
tect the need for special serv­ 
ices which are available through 
the Chicago headquarters.

don’t know a park district in 
this immediate area that has 
money today or will have in the 
foreseeable future to have fa­ 
cilities a ‘Y’ can offer.

He said if he had stayed on 
the park board he would have 
held out for a year-round pool.

ed organization with a proven 
record of providing for recrea­ 
tional needs for the entire fam- 
1 ily,” he said.

“I AM NEITHER pro nor con 
on the ‘Y.’ Nobody’s program 
conflicts with ours. If a ‘Y’ fa­ 
cility is established, it could 
provide year-round swimming 
and a gym open to teenagers 
and adults. These are the big­ 
gest recreational needs around 
Palatine,” Gaare said. 
Some supporters of the ‘Y’ 
proposal said there is very little 
commercial recreation in Roll­ 
ing Meadows and none in Pala­ 
tine, which does not even boast 
a bowling alley or a theater.

He has been called as a defendant in the Northlake case in 
which he, Mayor Henry Neri, Nick Palermo, Leo Shababy and 
Joseph Drozd are charged with conspiracy and extortion. 
The federal government has charged that the five men 
forced developer William G. Riley to pay them $60,500 for per­ 
mission to build the King Arthur apartments in Northlake.

Waldron Reverses 
Sell Liquor in Park? 
Stand on Stickers 
Bjorvik To Check Law 


Ald. Tom Waldron, who intro­ 
duced the bill raising vehicle 
sticker rates, will speak against 
passage of the measure at the 
Nov. 14 meeting of R o l l i n g 
Meadows City Council. 
“I acceded to the wishes of 
the rest of the committee.” Wal­ 
dron commented last week. 
The hikes proposed are a com­ 
promise between the old rates 
and those advocated by the fi­ 
nance committee. 
Increased revenue is intended 
to be earmarked for salaries of 
policemen assigned to traffic de­ 
tail. 
THE NEW ordinance provides 
that 65 per cent of revenue from 
the net license fees after costs 
will go to the street fund and 
the remainder to the police fund. 
The rate structure follows the 
state classification for motor 
vehicle licenses, 
and ranges 


from $8 for low-horsepower pas­ 
senger cars to $60 for heavy 
trucks. 
The base rate for a passenger 
car is now $6. The finance com­ 
mittee recommended that the 
new’ rates start at $10, which 
would have brought in an addi­ 
tional $20,000 a year. Waldron 
said the rates set in the pro­ 
posed ordinance should produce 
$12,000 a year. 
“IF WE DIDN’T build the 
city hall addition, there would 
be plenty of money to reappro- 
priate from the $40,000 included 
in the budget for construction,” 
according to Waldron. 
Of his committee, Ald. Ed­ 
ward Earley favors the increase 
to help balance the budget. Ald. 
James Huddleston wants the 
added revenue to finance a traf­ 
fic survey. If funds for this 
project could be found else­ 


where. he might not support the 
rate increase. 
Waldron does approve of the 
higher rates for heavy trucks. 
The present schedule stops short 
of the larger equipment. New 
categories cover truck trailers. 
Vehicle stickers for the new 
year usually go on sale Nov. I, 
I but the sale will be delayed 
until Dec. I, since the council 
will not act on the proposed 
i changes until Nov. 14. 
DEADLINE FOR purchase of 
! the 1968 stickers is Feb. 15. A 
penalty will apply only to the 
lowest rate, since the state law 
! prohibits a charge in excess of 
1 $10 per year unless the sched­ 
ule is based on horsepower. 
The ordinance provides for 
half price for stickers purchased 
for new cars or by new resi­ 
dents after July I.

GAGGLE IS ONE OF THOSE WONDROUS words that sounds 
as if it was invented by a happy baby, that is inevitably worth a 
gasp and a challenge when playing Scrabble, and that is so 
specialized in its meaning you wonder why anyone bothered 
making it up at all. (Except, perhaps, to weave into cocktail 
party conversations.) 
So, question of the day, what’s a gaggle? 
It’s geese. That is, geese when they’re on the ground. When 
they’re in the air, they’re a flock. When squatting, waddling, 
nibbling and doing whatever else geese do when earthbound, 
they’re a gaggle. 
(Ed. Note: 
Actually, ducks on the ground should be 
called a gaggle. Geese, when browsing and strolling, tend to 
honk and hiss. Ducks go, “gaggle, gaggle.” Even more than 
“quack, quack.” ) 
Anyway, to the point of all this: 
The gaggle is back at Horicon Marsh, the 31,653 acres of 
goose rapture southwest of Oshkosh in Wisconsin. 
In all the world, there is no place better for gaggling than

It grew suddenly quiet as the cars were marshalled for the 
tenth and final race at Wilmot Hills race course, W’ilmot, Wis. 
The strange stillness was broken only by the defiant driver 
of a sports racing machine in the pits as he pressed and 
re-pressed the accelerator to feed a dying engine.

Horicon, because nowhere do geese pause in such concentrations 
as they do on that national wildlife refuge. 
It is, for a goose, where the action is. the place that “just 
everyone” in the Mississippi Flyway goes to be seen, to mingle, 
to renew’ acquaintances on the flight south. 
There are so many geese at Horicon in the fall that 
“gaggle” is simply inadequate to describe their numbers. 
Better is the more familiar “ herd.” 
Horicon was fashioned as a wilderness of grass and water in 
the early 1940’s. It was a new spot for geese, and word of it 
got around as if it were the best discotheque in town, because 
after just a few migrations the marsh could no longer hold all 
the geese that wanted to stop there. 
Before each fall migration has finally passed through—about 
mid-December—some 200,000 geese make the stop at Horicon. 
At any given time during the peak of the tide, 100,000 to 
150.000 geese may be clustered on the grounds, almost all of 
them Canadas, sometimes with a few snows and other more 
exotic breeds blended in. 
But statistics aren't sufficient to describe the marvel of it. 
Dwell instead on the thought of looking across a grassy plain 
and seeing a carpet of wild geese, more geese than blades of 
grass. 
That’s Horicon, and that’s why each fall Horicon draws 
humans in the same numbers, just to look. 
On the good days of October, so many people go to 
Horicon that little Route 49, stretching east through the 
marsh from Waupun, becomes a two-lane parking lot. 
In 
both directions the cars creep, bumper-to-bumper, through 
the marsh valley, and along the shoulders stand more cars, 
and gaggle-wateliers, laden with binoculars and cameras. 
There are so many geese—too many geese—that last fall 
federal agents engaged in the infamous wild goose chase, the 
well-intentioned but blundering effort to shoo the birds on south 
before too many crowded in for the marsh’s food. 
The agents found, of course, that you don’t move a goose 
before ifs ready to move, and certainly not an entire gaggle. 
The geese flooded onto surrounding farmlands, hunters had 
their biggest first-day kill of any Wisconsin season, and after it 
was all over, there were still 147.000 geese on the preserve, 
called by some the densest concentration of geese ever known to 
man. 
Now, THAT was a gaggle. 


Former Mat Promoter 
Area Man Named 
To Athletic Board 


It was October I, 1967. The 
very last race over the short, 
nine-tenths of a mile course 
being run. This fall a ski lodge 
is to be built across a section 
of track to accommodate the 
many winter ski enthusiasts who 
flock to Wilmot Hills for snow 
sport. 


THE WILMOT race track was 
first built 12 years ago under 
the auspices of the Sports Car 
Club of America, Chicago Re­ 
gion. Members Harry Danforth 
and the late Bill Bahana saw the 
need for a track to serve the 
ever growing population of area 
racing drivers. 
Previously, 
old 
army 
air 
fields had been used for racing 
but due to the number and 
severity of accidents that occur­ 
red during the racing season, 
the government closed the fields 
to competition. With the assist­ 
ance of club lawyers, contribu­ 
tions totaling $15,000 and an ad­ 
ditional $15,000 from the SCCA 
treasury, Wilmot came to be 
in a valley cow pasture just 
over the state line. 
Paul Pierce, track manager 
for ten years including the first 
and last years, remembers Wil- 
mot’s beginning. “Our systems 
and techniques were crude those 
first few years. We only had 
citizen band radio telephones on 
the corners. It wasn’t until the 
third year that the permanent 
telephone communications were 
intsalled.” The trial and error 
m e t h o d of corner work tech­ 
nique was used. Pierce remem­ 
bers once standing at the as­ 
phalt as a flagman and having 
cars pass on either side of him. 
Eventually, the workers became 
used to the track and the cars’ 
meanderings and could set up 
permanent stations in safety. 


ACTUALLY, SAFETY was a 
major credit to Wilmot’s suc­ 
cess. Through the years, few 
people were seriously injured 
during the races due primarily 
to the fact that the cars were 


restrained 
beneath 
their 
potential by the track’s size 
Just as a driver wound it up 
on the straight he had to cut 
back for a turn. Wide, grassy 
areas bordering the track al­ 
lowed the driver to spin out 
with relative safety. 
However, 
in 
1964 
a 
Fiat 
Abarth slowly rolled at the s’s 
In natural reaction the driver 
reached out to balance the car 
and broke his arm. 
The Wilmot track had been 
an excellent training ground for 
area drivers since its opening. 
The 
sharp 
and 
high 
speed 
points of the track were excel­ 
lent for new drivers as it tested 
their quick reflexes and did not 
tire or bore them with long 
stretches marked by sudden and 
dangerous turns. 


“ IT’S A FUN track to drive,” 
says Rich Dagiel of Elk Grove. 
Dagiel, driving a Lister Chev 
in the “C” Sports Raci ng class, 
says Wilmot was a good track 
to test cars out for mechanical 
difficulties and the track’s clos­ 
ing “stinks!” 
A former Watkins Glen racer, 
John Salisbury, now of Lake 
Villa, 111., says that if it weren’t 
for Wilmot’s convenient location 
he would not have raced this 
year. 
Wilmot was a good track from 
any point of view. From its 
flat inner-pit area the specta­ 
tors could see any point of the 
track. Up in the lodge timing 
and scaring staff members kept 
tabs on their cars as they round­ 
ed the turns or pitted for re­ 
pairs. 
BILL MALONEY of Chicago, 
driver of an Austin Healey in 
D” Production class, saw Wil­ 
mot as an excellent practice 
track readying n o v i c e and 
skilled drivers alike far the 
more difficult Road America at 
Elkhart Lake, Wis.

Culberson Scores Fair, 
Rushes for 136 Yards

Was somebody wondering about the Arlington offense? 
Wasn’t there some concern over an inability to sustain an 
offensive drive? 
There was little doubt Friday evening about the efficiency of 
the Cardinals’ attack. It was undeniably effective. 
Coach Bob Walther’s crew, admittedly a gang of opportunists 
this fall in the scoring depart­ 
ment, 
unleashed 
a 
double- 
barreled assault that pounded 
visiting Palatine into submis­ 
sion. 
Striking on the ground and 
through the air, the Cards roll­ 
ed past the Pirates, 34-0, in a 
Dads Night affair that 
was 
played in brisk temperatures on 
a muddy field. 
FOR A TEAM that has had 
some trouble keeping its offen­ 
sive drives alive this fall, Ar­ 
lington was remarkable profi­ 
cient 
Friday 
under 
adverse 
conditions. 
With senior fullback 
Keith 
Culberson darting through big 
holes and enjoying an impres­ 
sive evening as the ring-leader 
of the attack, Arlington pene­ 
trated for 393 total yards in 
claiming its fifth Mid-Suburban 
League triumph and keeping its 
title hopes alive. 
That accumulation of 393 total 
yards — 271 on the ground and 
122 through the air — was 178 
yards better than the previous 
high this season, and by com­ 
parison, the explosive and un­ 
beaten 1966 co-champs, a team 
noted for its offense, had only 
one bigger effort. 
CULBERSON,

Long Grove: Atmosphere in Suburbia 
Gifts, Antiques 
Spur Trade 


Long Grove is a drowsy, quiet little farm town, nestled 
among shady trees in the rolling Illinois prairie. Although it is 
only 30 miles from Chicago's Loop, the town shows little of the 
regular hustle and bustle of most suburban communities. 
Long Grove isn t a suburban community in the regular sense 
of the term. Residents have bwn very careful to preserve the 
semi-rural atmosphere that ex* I 
isled about 120 years ago. when 
the first settlers moved to the 
district from the Alsace-Lor­ 
raine area, bordering France 
and Germany. 
Long Grove citizens decided to 
incorporate their community in 
to a village in January of 1957 
This move successfully thwarted 
attempts to build 
a 
skating 
rink and 3000 unit housing de 
velopment 
t h a t 
had 
been 
planned for the community. 
Today village activity centers 
around the antique and gift bus 
messes. There are about 30 


shops s c a t t e r e d around the 
countryside which attract thou­ 
sands of people iii the area and 
throughout the Midwest, especi­ 
a l in the hot summer months. 
ti I VIA HY. residents have 
boon watching as two new store 
buildings went up in tile corn­ 
in unit > One is next to the Pep­ 
permint Stick, the old fashioned 
ice cream parlor situated on 
one of I orig Grove’s two streets. 
The new tan frame building 
houses Ginlee Imports, an orni- 
mcntal art and clothing shop;

franchise of the A r l i n g t o n 
Heights shop owned by Donald 
A. Conley and A. Bernie West; 
the Brass Knob, a brass fixtures, 
and hardware store; the Extra 
Touch, an interior decorating 
establishment and the Galatea 
Beauty Salon, which will open 
in about a month. 
Directly across the street is a 
white frame structure which will 
house the Carriage Trade, to be 
operated by Natalie Krueger, an 
interior decorator. The distinc­ 
tive white pillars make the 
building a focal point in the 
business section. 
These new stores conform to 
the decor established by other 
shops in the community. They 
are of the 
early 
Victorian, 
“Greek-revival” period, and re­ 
call the early days of the com 
munity. 
AN HISTORICAL 
landmark 
ordinance passed a few years 
back prohibits any shopowner 
from remodeling the exterior of 
his store so that it will not con­ 
form to this established decor. 
The small shop business be­ 
gan in Long Grove about two 
decades 
ago 
when 
Francis 
Shroyer 
bought 
“The 
Cross­ 
roads,” a lunchroom and gift 
shop. 
The store began as a gathering 
place for the youth of the area, 
for Mrs. Shroyer’s children were 
the first entrepreneurs, selling 
ice cream and homebaked pies 
in the hot summer months. 
One afternoon, Mrs. Shroyer 
and several of her friends de­ 
cided to have a sale at the 
Crossroads. 
They 
thought 
it 
would be a good way to get 
rid of old furniture and china 
that had been cluttering up the 
family attics. 
THE SALE WAS a great suc­ 
cess, and Mrs. Shroyer started 
an antique shop that is still go­ 
ing strong today. A dress shop 
was added by Nancy Shroyer, 
which was later taken over by 
Norma Sayles. 
Long Grove began to take on 
national prominence as antique 
lovers stampeded to this rural 
community. 
The Shroyers built an addition 
which connected the shop to a 
private home next door, and 
both quarters were soon used in 
the antique business. A small 
tea room was also added. 
Also at the Crossroads is 
Blanche Kloman’s new beauty 
shop. Speaking with her, one 
realizes her dream is to make 
it all that its name, “Galatea,” 
implies. 
The beauty shop is Spanish in 
decor, its predominant black 
and white colors accented by 
green. Red geraniums provide 
warmth. The shop includes a 
“wiggery,” a completely equip­ 
ped shampoo area. On hand for 
consultations at all times will be 
Cosmetician Dorothy Mueller of 
Palatine. Manager is Jean Han- 
selman of Arlington Heights. 
The Crossroads, however, is 
only one of many interesting es­ 
tablishments.

Dog fanciers will want to visit 
the Dog House, o w n e d by 
Charles Mercer, a retired busi­ 
nessman. The shop caters to 
dogs of every kind, from the 
most expensive pedigree to the 
common mut. 
To make their dogs among the 
best-dressed in the neighbor 
hood, owners can clothe their 
pooches in jeweled collars or 
plastic raincoats. A great array 
of doggie toys and foods are 
also for sale. 
THE HERITAGE Book Store, 
next to the Dog House, caters 
to first editions and rare books. 
The store is owner by Van Allen 
Bradley a literary critic for the 
Chicago Daily News, and Joseph 
Camardo, a real estate broker. 
The two buy and sell rare 
and out-of-print books, original 
paintings, maps and prints, as 
well as autographs and letters 
of famous personalities. 
Antique and gift shops abound 
in Long Grove. Many of them 
are housed in remodeled old 
buildings. Most are operated by 
retired folks who enjoy the 
trade, or by couples with other 
sources of income who operate 
the business on the side. 
The Red Oaks, for example, 
owned by Bob McNitt, now ca­ 
ters to glassware and furniture 
fanciers, but it used to be the 
private home of the Charles 
Herschberger family, long-time \ 
area residents. 
The Country Store was bought' 
in 1945 by Cy and Lillian Fan-! 
ning. Closed for a short time j 
during World War II, the Fan-1 
nings reopened it in 1947 as an j 
antique shop. In it, they at-1 
tempted to re-create the atmos- j 
phere of bygone years, when 
life moved at a slower pace 
than it does today. 
THE VILLAGE 
Tavern re­ 
mains as one of the centers of 
business activity, much as it did 
in bygone years, when it served 
as the village pub. 
Only a few women frequented 
it on week nights, but on Fri­ 
days it became a gathering place 
for the whole community, due 
to the fish fries and home- 
baked bread sold there. 
Today, one can buy antiques, 
food and drink or attend the 
auctions held at the tavern ev 
ery Thursday night. 
The proprietors, Bill and Nor­ 
ma Sayles, operate a unique es 
tablishment. Everything in the 
shop is for sale, including the 
tables patrons eat on. 
After partaking of a delicious 
meal, patrons can walk down a 
short flight of stairs to the Vil­ 
lage Exchange, run by James 
and Fredi Webster. The shop is 
piled high with antiques people 
bring to the shop to sell. 
Ladies will want to make a 
special effort to visit the Point 
of View and the Golden Cocker 
el, which specialize in women’s 
clothing. 
ART PATRONS will be inter­ 
ested in Pennywise and the Hob­ 
son House Galleries, the local 
art studios. 
Another point of interest in 
this community is the L o n g 
Grove Community Church, the 
sole church in the area. 
This old-fashioned white frame 
structure hidden among towering 
trees, recalls the churches of 
early New England. It serves a 
unique function in the commu­ 
nity, for much of the social 
life in the community centers 
around it. 
Citizens are particularly ex­ 
cited about the new youth fel­ 
lowship hall near the church, 
which will be completed in a 
few weeks. Built in the shape 
of a barn, the structure boasts 
a fireplace and even a hayloft. 
Farmers still are the back­ 
bone of Long Grove, as they 
have been ever since the early 
years of the community. 
DURING THE 1930’s, however, 
a new trend began. Newcomers 
started to move to the area 
from the city and nearby com­ 
munities. 
After the Second World War, 
the pace picked up, when more 
city people decided to take up 
the rural way of life. 
Today newcomers form a vital 
part of Long Grove. Suburban- 


type dwellings, many of them 
remodeled farmhouses, abound 
in Long Grove. But this has not 
destroyed the generally slow- 
moving pace of this pretty lit­ 
tle community. 
Long Grove is not just a dot 
on the map, but a way of life, 
a place where time moves a 
little slower, where people are 
a bit friendlier, where the sim­ 
pler things in life are appreciat­ 
ed a little more. 
THE TOWN IS one of the few 
places in this quickly expanding 
urban area that still attempts 
to preserve the semi-rural way 
of life that was the America of 
IOO years ago. 
The antique hunters and the 
new residents have not des­ 
troyed the easygoing atmosphere 
of the area. Long Grove today 
seems like an isolated, enchant­ 
ing community. It is hard to be­ 
lieve that the heart of Chicago 
is only 30 miles away.

CHAPTER 26—MINIMUM HOUSING STANDARDS 
ARTICLE I. DEFINITIONS 
For the purposes of this Ordinance, the following terms, 
phrases, words and their derivations shall have the meaning 
given herein. 
APPROVED. Approved as applied to a material, device or 
method of construction shall mean approved by the Building and 
Zoning Administrator under the provisions of this Chapter, or ap­ 
proved by other authority designated by law to give approval in 
the matter in question 
BASEMENT. A portion of any dwelling located partly under­ 
ground, but having less than half its clear floor-to-ceiling height 
below the average grade of the adjoining ground. 
BASEMENT ROOM. Any room in a building where the av­ 
erage finished grade along the outside wall of said room is more 
than three (3) feet above the floor of said room. 
BUILDING. Any building or structure, or portion thereof, 
which is used, or designed or intended to be used for human hab­ 
itation, for living, sleeping, cooking, or eating purposes or any 
combination thereof. 
BUILDING, EXISTING. A building erected prior to the adop­ 
tion of this Chapter, or one for which a legal building permit has 
been issued. 
BUILDING CODE. The Building Code of the Village of Pal­ 
atine. 
BUILDING AND ZONING ADMINISTRATOR. The Building 
and Zoning Administrator of the Village of Palatine. 
CEILING HEIGHT. The clear vertical distance from the 
finished floor to the finished ceiling. 
CELLAR. A portion of any dwelling having half or more 
than half of its clear floor-to-ceiling height below the average 
grade of the adjoining ground. 
COURT. An open, unoccupied space extending not more 
than twenty-four inches (24” ) below finish grade and bounded on 
two or more sides by the walls of the building. An inner court is 
a court entirely within the exterior walls of a building. All other 
courts are outer courts. 
DWELLING. A building or structure, except temporary hous­ 
ing, which is wholly or partly used or intended to be used for liv­ 
ing or sleeping by human occupants. 
DWELLING UNIT. A room or group of rooms located with 
in a dwelling and forming a single habitable unit with facilities 
w hich are used or intended to be used for living, sleeping, cooking 
and eating. 
DORMITORY. A room occupied by more than two guests. 
EFFICIENCY LIVING UNIT. Any room having cooking fa­ 
cilities used for combined living, dining and sleeping purposes. 
EXIT. A continuous and unobstructed means of egress to a 
public way, and shall include intervening doorways, corridors, 
ramps, stairways, smokeproof enclosures, horizontal exits, exit 
courts and yards. 
EXTERIOR PROPERTY AREAS. The open space on the 
premises and on adjoining property under the control of owners 
or operators of such premises. 
EXTERMINATION. The control and elimination of insects, 
rodents or other pests by eliminating their harborage places; by 
removing or making inaccessible materials that may serve as 
their food; by poison spraying, fumigating, trapping, or by any 
other approved pest elimination methods. 
FAMILY. An individual or two or more persons related by 
blood or marriage, or a group of not more than five persons (ex­ 
cluding servants) who need not be related by blood or marriage, 
living together in a dwelling unit. 
FIRE CHIEF. The Fire Chief of the Village of Palatine. 
GARBAGE. The annual and vegetable waste resulting from 
the handling, preparation, cooking and consumption of food. 
GRADE (Ground Level). The average of the finished ground 
level at the center of all walls of a building. In case walls are 
parallel to and within five feet (5’) of a sidewalk, the above ground 
level shall be measured at the sidewalk. 
GROSS FLOOR AREA. The total area of all habitable space 
in a building or structure 
GUEST. Any person hiring or occupying a room for living or 
sleeping purposes. 
GUEST ROOM. Any room or rooms used, or intended to be 
used by a guest for sleeping purposes. Every one hundred square 
feet (IOO sq. ft.) of superficial floor area in a dormitory is a guest 
room. 
HABITABLE ROOM. A room or enclosed floor space used or 
intended to be used for living, sleeping, or eating purposes, ex­ 
cluding bathrooms, water closet compartments, laundries, foyers, 
pantries, communicating corridors, stairways, closets, basement 
recreation rooms and storage spaces. 
HEALTH INSPECTOR. The Health Inspector of the Village 
of Palatine. 
HEALTH OFFICER. The Health Officer of the Village of 
Palatine. 
HOT WATER. Water at a temperature of not less than 120 
F. 
HOTEL, (Motel). Any building containing six or more guest 
rooms intended or designed to be used, or which are used, rent­ 
ed or hired out to be occupied, or which are occupied for sleep­ 
ing purposes by guests, whether rent is paid in money, goods, la 
bor or otherwise. It does not include any jail, hospital, asylum, 
sanitarium, orphanage, prison, detention home, or other institu­ 
tion in which human beings are housed and detained under legal 
restraint. 
INTERIOR LOT. A lot other than a corner lot. 
INFESTATION. The presence within or around a dwelling, 
of any insects, rodents, or other pests of such kind or in such 
numbers to cause a hazard to health or to be a nuisance. 
KITCHEN. A room used, or designed to be used for the pre­ 
paration of food. 
MI LTI-FAMILY 
DWELLING 
(Apartment 
House). Any 
dwelling or part thereof containing three or more dwelling units. 
NUISANCE. The following shall be defined as nuisances: 
(a) Any public nuisance known at common law’ or in equity 
jurisprudence. 
(b) Any attractive nuisance which may prove detrimental to 
children whether in a building, on the premises of a build­ 
ing, or upon an unoccupied lot. This includes any aban­ 
doned wells, shafts, basements, or excavations; abandon­ 
ed refrigerators and motor vehicles: or any structurally 
unsound fences or structures: or any lumber/trash, fences, 
debris, or vegetation which may prove a hazard for in­ 
quisitive minors. 
OCCUPANT. Any person including an owner or operator 
living and sleeping in a dwelling unit or rooming unit. 
OPENABLE AREA. The part of a window or door which is 
available for unobstructed ventilation and which opens directly 
to the outdoors. 
OPERATOR. Any person having charge, care, management, 
or control of any dwelling or part of it, in which dwelling units or 
rooming units are let. 
OWNER. Any person who, alone, jointly or severally with 
others, holds legal or equitable title to any dwelling, rooming 
house, dwelling unit, or rooming unit. 
(K C I PIED SPACE. The total area of all buildings or struc­ 
tures on any lot or parcel of ground projected on a horizontal 
plane excluding permitted projections as allowed by this Code. 
PERSON. Any person, firm, partnership, association, cor­ 
poration, company or organization of any kind. 
PLUMBING (Plumbing Fixtures). Water-heating facilities 
water pipes, garbage disposal units, waste pipes, water closets 
flnks. installed dishwashers, lavatories, bath tubs, shower baths, 
installed elothes-washing machines, catch basins, drains, vents 
and other similar supplied fixtures, together with all connections 
to water or sewer lines. 
PLUMBING CODE. The plumbing code of the Village of Pal­ 
atine. 
PREMISES. A lot. plot, or parcel of land including the build- 
ngs and structures thereon. 
RESIDENCE BUILDING. A building in which sleeping ac- 
ommodations. or sleeping accommodations and cooking facilities 
ls a unit are provided, except when classified as an institution lin­ 
ier the Building Code. 
ROOMING HOL SE. A building containing a single dwelling 
nit and not more than five guest rooms, where lodging is pro­ 
dded with or without meals for compensation. 
ROOMING INTT. Any room or group of rooms forming a 
ingle habitable unit used or intended to be used for living and 
leeping. but not for cooking or eating purposes. 
RUBBISH. Combustible and non-combustible waste materials, 
xcept garbage: and the term shall include the residue from the 
urning of wood, coal, coke, and other combustible materials. 
aper. rags. cartons, boxes, wood, excelsior, rubber. leather, tree 
ranches, yard trimmings, tin cans, metals, mineral matter, glass, 
rockery and dust. 
SERVICE ROOM. Any room used for storage, bath or utili- 
r purposes, and not included in the definition of habitable rooms. 


such basement or cellar shall be considered a story. 
SUPERFICIAL FLOOR AREA. The net floor area within the 
enclosing walls of the room in which the ceiling height is not less 
than five feet (5’), excluding built-in equipment such as ward­ 
robes, cabinets, kitchen units or fixtures 
SUPPLIED. Installed, furnished, or provided by the owner 
or operator at his expense 
TEMPORARY HOUSING. Any tent, trailer, or other struc­ 
ture used for human shelter which is designed to be transportable 
and which is not affixed to the ground, to another structure, or 
to any utilities system on the same premises for more than 30 
consecutive days. 
TWO-FAMILY DWELLING. A residential building contain­ 
ing two dwelling units, including detached units. 
USED. Used or designed or intended to be used. 
VENT SHAFT. A court used only to ventilate or light a wa­ 
ter closet, bath, toilet, or utility room or other service room. 
VENTILATION. The process of supplying and removing air 
by natural or mechanical means to or from any space. Mechani­ 
cal Ventilation is ventilation by power-driven devices. Natural 
Ventilation is ventilation by opening to outer air through windows, 
skylights, doors, louvres, or stacks without wind driven devices. 
* VILLAGE MANAGER. The Village Manager of the Village of 
Palatine. 
VILLAGE. The Village of Palatine. 
WINDOW. A glazed opening, including glazed doors, which 
open upon a yard, court, or recess from a court, or a vent shaft 
open and unobstructed to the sky. 
WORKMANLIKE. Whenever the words “ workmanlike state 
of maintenance and repair” are used in this Chapter, they shall 
mean that such maintenance and repair shall be made in a rea­ 
sonably skillful manner. 
YARD. All ground, lawn, court, walk, driveway or other 
open space constituting part of the same premises as a dwelling. 
ZONING ORDINANCE. The Zoning Ordinance of the Village 
of Palatine. 
MEANING OF CERTAIN WORDS. Whenever the words 
“ dwelling,” “ dwelling unit,” “ rooming house,” “ rooming unit,” 
“ premises,” are used in this Chapter, they shall be construed as 
though they were followed by the words “ or any part thereof.” 
ARTICLE II. INSPECTIONS 
26.201 All buildings or structures within the scope of this Chap­ 
ter and all construction or work for which a permit is required 
shall be subject to inspection by the Building and Zoning Admin­ 
istrator, or his duly authorized representative, in accordance with 
and in the manner provided by this Chapter and the Building Code. 
26.202 Inspection of premises and the issuing of orders in con­ 
nection therewith under the provisions of this Chapter shall be the 
responsibility of the Department of Building and Zoning. Wher­ 
ever, in the opinion of the Building and Zoning Administrator it is 
necessary or desirable to have inspections of any condition by any 
manner that the owners or occupants of buildings shall not be sub­ 
jected to visits by numerous inspectors nor to multiple or conflict­ 
ing orders. 
ARTICLE III. SPACE AND OCCUPANCY REQUIREMENTS 
No person shall occupy or let to another for occupancy any 
dwelling or dwelling unit, for the purpose of living therein, which 
does not comply with the following requirements: 
1. Every dwelling unit shall contain at least 150 square feet 
of floor space for the first occupant thereof and at least 
IOO additional square feet of floor space for every additional 
occupant thereof, the floor space to be calculated on the 
basis of total habitable room area. 
2. In every dwelling unit of two or more rooms, every room 
occupied for sleeping purposes by one occupant shall con­ 
tain at least 70 square feet of floor space, and every room 
occupied for sleeping purposes by more than one occupant 
shall contain at least 50 square feet of floor space for each 
occupant thereof. 
3. No dwelling or dwelling unit containing two or more sleep­ 
ing rooms shall have such room arrangements that access 
to a bathroom or water closet compartment intended for 
use by occupants of more than one sleeping room can be 
had only by going through another sleeping room; nor shall 
room arrangements be such that access to a sleeping room 
can be had only by going through another sleeping room 
or a bathroom or water closet compartment. 
4. At least one-half of the floor area of every habitable room 
shall have a ceiling height of at least 7 feet; and the floor 
area of that part of any room where the ceiling height is 
less than 5 feet shall not be considered as part of the floor 
area in computing the total floor area of the room for the 
purpose of determining the maximum permissible occu­ 
pancy thereof. 
5. No cellar space shall be used as a habitable room or dwell­ 
ing unit. 


6. No basement space shall be used as a habitable room or 
dwelling unit unless: 
(a) The floor and walls are impervious to leakage of un­ 
derground and surface runoff water and are insulated 
against dampness; 
(b) The total of window area in each room is equal to at 
least the minimum window area sizes as required in 
Subsection I of Article V of this Chapter. 
(c) Such required minimum window area is located entire­ 
ly above the ground adjoining such window area; anc 
(d) the total of openable window area in each room is 
equal to at least the minimum as required under Sub 
section 2 of Article V of this Chapter. 
7. No habitable room, bathroom or water closet compartment 
which is accessory to a dwelling unit shall open directly 
into or shall be used in conjunction with a food store, bar 
ber or beauty shop, doctor’s or dentist’s examination or 
treatment room, or similar room used for public purposes 
ARTICLE IV. SANITATION FACILITIES 
No person shall occupy as owner-occupant or shall let to an­ 
other for occupancy any dwelling, rooming house, dwelling unit 
or rooming unit which does not comply with the following mini­ 
mum standards for basic equipment and facilities: 
(I) Every dwelling unit shall contain within its walls 
(a) A room, separate from the habitable rooms, which af­ 
fords privacy and which is equipped with a flush wa­ 
ter closet 
(b) A lavatory basin located in the same room as the re­ 
quired flush water closet. 
(c) A room, separate from the habitable room, which af 
fords privacy to a person in the room and which is 
equipped with a bathtub or shower; provided that the 
occupants of not more than two dwelling units which 
are located in the same dwelling may snare a single 
flush water closet, a single lavatory basin, and a single 
bathtub or shower, provided: 
1. Neither of the two dwelling units contains more 
than two rooms; however, for the purpose of this 
Subsection, a kitchen with not more than 60 square 
feet of floor area is not counted as a room; 


2. The habitable room area of each of such dwelling 
units aggregates not more than 250 square feet; 
3. The water closet and lavatory basin are within a 
room, separate from the habitable rooms, which 
affords privacy and which is accessible to the oc­ 
cupants of each dwelling unit without going through 
the dwelling unit of another person or outside the 
dwelling. 
4. The bathtub or shower is within a room, separate 
from the habitable rooms, which affords privacy 
and which is accessible to the occupants of each 
dwelling unit without going through the dwelling 
unit of another person or outside the dwelling. 
(d) A kitchen sink. 
(2) Every kitchen sink, lavatory, basin and bathtub or shower 
required by this Chapter shall be properly connected with 
both hot and cold water lines. The hot water lines shall 
be connected with supplied water-heating facilities which 
are capable of heating water to such a temperature as to 
permit an adequate amount of water to be drawn at ev­ 
ery required kitchen sink, lavatory basin, and bathtub or 
shower at a temperature of not less than 120° F. even 
when the heating facilities required by this Chapter are 
not in operation. 
(3) All plumbing fixtures required by this Section shall be 
properly connected to an approved water system and to 
an approved sewerage system. 
(4) Every multi-family dwelling shall have approved com­ 
mon garbage and rubbish storage or disposal facilities. 
(5) Every rooming house shall be equipped with at least one 
flush water closet, one lavatory basin and one bathtub or 
shower for each six persons or fraction thereof living 
within the rooming house, including members of the fam­ 
ily of the owner or operator if they share the use of fa­ 
cilities. In a rooming house in which rooms are let only 
to males, flush urinals may be substituted for not more 
than one-half the required number of water closets. All 


such facilities shall be properly connected to approved 
water and sewerage systems. No such facilities locatec 
in a basement or cellar shall count in computing the num 
ber of facilities required by this Sub-section except when 
approved by the Building and Zoning Administrator. 
Every flush water closet, flush urinal, lavatory basin, am 
bathtub or shower required by this Subsection shall be 
located within the rooming house in a room or rooms 
which; 
(a) Afford privacy and are separate from the habitable 
rooms. 
(b) Are accessible from a common hall and without go- 
* 
ing outside the rooming house; 
(c) Are not more than one story removed from the room 
ing unit of any occupant intended to share 11k? facili 
ties. 
(6) Where bedding, bed linen or towels are supplied, the own 
er or operator shall maintain the bedding in a clean am 
sanitary manner, and he shall furnish clean bed linen arn 
towels at least once each week and prior to the letting of 
any room to any occupant. 
ARTICLE V. VENTILATION. LIGHT ANI) HEATING 
No person shall occupy as owner-occupant or let to another 
for occupancy any dwelling or dwelling unit, for the purpose OI 
living therein, which does not comply with the following require­ 
ments: 
(1) Every habitable room shall have at least one window or 
skylight facing directly to the outdoors. The minimum 
total window area measured between stops, for every hab­ 
itable room shall be IO per cent (10%) of the floor area 
of such room. Whenever walls or other portions of struc 
tures face a window of any such room and such Iight-ob 
struction structures are located less than 3 feet from the 
window and extend to a level above that of the ceiling of 
the room, such a window shall not be deemed to face di­ 
rectly to the outdoors and shall not be included as contrib­ 
uting to the required minimum total window area. When­ 
ever the only window in a room is a skylight-type window 
in the top of such room the total window area of such 
skylight shall equal at least 15 per cent (15%) of the total 
floor area of such room. 
(2) Every habitable room shall have at least one window or 
skylight which can easily be opened, or such other device 
as will adequately ventilate the room. The total of open­ 
able window area in every habitable room shall be equal 
to at least 45 per cent (45%) of the minimum window 
area size or minimum skylight-type window size, as re­ 
quired in Subsection I of Article V of this Chapter, except 
where there is supplied some other device affording ade­ 
quate ventilation and approved by the health officer. 
(3) Every bathroom and water closet compartment shall com 
ply with the light and ventilation requirements for habit­ 
able rooms contained in Subsections I and 2 of Article V 
of this Chapter, except that no window or skylight shall 
be required in adequately ventilated bathrooms and wa­ 
ter closet compartments equipped with a ventilation sys­ 
tem which is kept in continuous operation and approved 
by the health officer. 
(4) Where there is electric service available from power lines 
which are not more than 300 feet away from a dwelling, 
every habitable room*of such dwelling shall contain at 
least two separate floor or wall-type electric convenience 
outlets, or one such convenience outlet and one supplied 
ceiling-type electric light fixture; and every water closet 
compartment, bathroom, laundry room, furnace room, 
and public hall shall contain at least one supplied ceiling 
or wall-type electric light fixture. Every such outlet and 
fixture shall be properly installed, shall be maintained in 
good and safe working condition, and shall be connected 
to the source of electric power in a safe manner. 
(5) Every dwelling and multi-family dwelling shall have heat­ 
ing facilities and the owner of the heating facilities shall 
be required to see that they are properly installed, safely 
maintained and in good working condition, and that they 
are capable of safely and adequately heating all habitable 
rooms, bathrooms and toilet rooms located therein to a 
temperature of at least an average of seventy (70°) de­ 
grees F. with an outside temperature of ten (10°) degrees 
below zero (0). The owner shall maintain a minimum 
average room temperature of seventy (70°) degrees F. 
in all habitable rooms including bathrooms and toilet 
rooms when rented, at all times on the basis of ten (10°) 
degrees below zero (0) outside. 
(6) Every public hall and stairway in every multiple dwelling 
containing five or more dwelling units shall be adequately 
lighted at all times. Every public hall and stairway in 
structures devoted solely to dwelling occupancy and con­ 
taining not more than four dwelling units may be supplied 
with conveniently located light switches, controlling an 
adequate lighting system which may be turned on when 
needed, instead of fulltime lighting. 
(7) Every basement or cellar window used or intended to be 
used for ventilation and every other opening to a base­ 
ment which might provide an entry for rodents, shall be 
supplied with a screen or such other device as will effec­ 
tively prevent their entrance. 
ARTICLE VI. SAFE AND SANITARY MAINTENANCE OF 
STRUCTURAL ELEMENTS 
26.601 Exterior Property Areas. No person shall occupy as own­ 
er-occupant or let to another for occupancy any dwelling unit for 
the purpose of living therein, or premises, which does not com­ 
ply with the following requirements. The Building and Zoning Ad­ 
ministrator shall cause periodic inspections to be made of dwell­ 
ing premises to secure compliance with these requirements. 
(a) All exterior property areas shall be maintained in a clean 
and sanitary condition free from any accumulation of rub­ 
bish or garbage. 
(b) All premises shall be graded and maintained so as to pre­ 
vent the accumulation of stagnant water thereon, or with­ 
in any building or structure located thereon. 
(c) All exterior property areas shall be kept free from species 
of weeds or plant growth w hich are noxious or detrimental 
to the public health. 
(d) Every owner of a dwelling or multi-family dwelling shall 
be responsible for the extermination of insects, rodents, 
vermin, or other pests in all exterior areas of the prem­ 
ises; except that the occupant shall be responsible for 
such extermination in the exterior areas of the premises 
of a single-familv dwelling. Whenever infestation exists 
in the shared or public parts of the premises of other than 
a single-family dwelling, extermination shall be the re­ 
sponsibility of the owner. 
(e) All accessory structures including detached garages shall 
be maintained structurally sound and in gooci repair. 
26.602 Exterior Structure. No person shall occupy as owner-oc­ 
cupant, or let to another for occupancy, any dwelling or multi­ 
family dwelling, dwelling unit, rooming house, rooming unit, or 
portion thereof for the purpose of living therein; which does not 
comply with the following requirements. 
(a) Every foundation, exterior wall, roof, and all other ex­ 
terior surfaces shall be maintained in a workmanlike 
state of maintenance and repair and shall be kept in such 
condition as to exclude rodents. 
(b) The foundation elements shall adequately support the 
building at all points. 
(c) Every exterior wall shall In* fret* of holes, breaks, loose 
or rotting boards or timbers, and any other conditions 
wliich might admit rain or dampness to tin* interior por­ 
tions of the walls or to the occupied spaces of the building. 
(d) The roof shall In* structurally sound, tight, and have no 
defects which might admit rain; and roof drainage shall 
be adequate to prevent rain water from causing dampness 
in the walls or interior portion of the building. 
(e) Stairs and other exit facilities shall bt* adequate for safety 
as provided in the Building Code, and shall comply with 
the following subsections. 
(f) Every outside stair, every porch, and every appurtenance 
attached thereto shall be so constructed as to bt* safe to 
use and capable of supporting the* loads to which it is sub­ 
jected as required by the Building Code; and shall be kept 
in sound condition and good repair. 
(g) Where the Building and Zoning Administrator deems it 
necessary for safety, every flight of stairs, which is more 
than two (2) risers high shall have handrails which shall 
be located as required by the Building Code; and every 
porch which is more than two (2) risers high shall have 
handrails so located and of such design as required by 
the Building Code. Every handrail and balustrade shall 
be firmly fastened and shall be maintained in good con­ 
dition. 
(h) Every window, exterior door, and basement hatchway 
shall be substantially tight and shall be kept in sound con­ 
dition and repair. 
(i) Every window sash shall be fully supplied with glass win­ 
dow panes or an approved substitute which are without 
open cracks or holes. 
(j) Every window sash shall be in good condition and fit rea­ 
sonably tight within its frame. 
(k) Every window, other than a fixed window, shall be ca­ 
pable of being easily opened and shall be held in position 
by window hardware. 
(I) Every exterior door, door hinge, and door latch shall be 
maintained in good condition. 
(rn) Every exterior door, when closed, shall fit reasonably 
well within its frame. 
(n) Every window, door, and frame shall be constructed and 
maintained in such relation to the adjacent wall construc­ 
tion so as to exclude rain as completely as possible, and 
to substantially exclude wind from entering the dwelling 
or multi-family dwelling. 
(o) Every basement hatchway shall be so constructed and 


maintained as to prevent the entrance of rodents, rain 
and surface drainage water into the dwelling or multi­ 
family dwelling 
(p) Every door available to an exit shall be capable of being 
opened from the inside, easily and without the use of a 
key 
(q) Guards and screens shall be supplied for protection 
against rodents and inserts in accordance with the fol­ 
lowing requirements 
(r) Every basement or cellar window which is openable shall 
be supplied with corrosion-resistive rodent-proof shields 
of not less than No 2? (J S gauge perforated steel sheets, 
or No. 20 BA-S gauge aluminum, or No. 16 U. S. Gauge 
expanded metal or wire rn**sh screens, with not. more than 
one-half (Va) inch mesh openings or with other material 
affording equivalent proterdon against th** entry of ro­ 
dents, including storm windows 
(s) From June 1st to October isth of each year, every door 
opening directly from any dwelling or multi family dwell­ 
ing to the outdoors, and every window or other outside 
opening used for ventilation y . r y * * * shah ne supplied 
with a screen of not less than 
Oft# mesh per inch 
and every screen ckw shad r-a.m a self clos ng device in 
good working condition, exrep# 
.a- on s»k H 
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be requirer! for a dwelling mit on a floor above fne fifth 
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Interior Structure. 
No person shall occupy as owner or

All buildings or portions thereof which are not provided 
with the fire-resistive construction or fire-extinguishing 
systems or equipment required by this Chapter except 
those buildings or portions thereof which conformed with

26.903 Extermination. Every occupant of a dwelling unit shall 
be responsible for the extermination of any insects, rodents or 
other pests in it or in the yard. In a two-family dwelling or a 
multi-family dwelling the occupant shall be responsible for such 
extermination whenever his dwelling unit is the only one infested. 
When, however, infestation is caused by failure of the owner or 
operator to maintain a dwelling in a rodent-proof or substantially 
insect-proof condition, extermination shall be the responsibility of 
the owner or operator. 
Every' owner or operator shall be responsible for extermina­ 
tion of any insects, rodents or other pests whenever infestation 
exists in two or more of the dwelling units in any dwelling or in 
the shared or public area of any two-family dwelling or any 
multi-family dwelling.

Getting old? 
Who isn’t! But let s just say 
we are getting older. That’s 
more cheerful. After all, aging 
began before we were born. 
What shall we eat in our 
later years? Is there such a 
thing as food to age by? 
As we grow older, our food 
needs 
remain 
basically 
the 
same as they have always 
been, except in one important 
particular. We have ceased to 
grow, and so we need smaller 
proportionate amounts of the 
body’s structural material, the 
building blocks found in the 
protein foods. 
WE MAY ALSO tend to be 
less active, unless we are of 
the heroic mold which plays 
tennis or rides bikes into the 
ninth decade; most of us need 
less fuel (carbohydrates 
and 
fats) than we used to require. 
What 
this 
adds 
up 
to, 
of 
course, is that most older per­ 
sons need less total food than 
their pre-adult requirements. 
Older people differ individ­ 
ually just as they did at other 
stages in their lives. 
There 
are, however, two trends in the 
food 
habits 
of 
the 
elderly, 
which require notice. One is 
the tendency to continue eating 
according to established pat­ 
terns; this may result in ex­ 
cessive food intake 
and 
un­ 
wholesome gain in weight. The 
other is to lose interest in food 
and so to risk malnutrition. 


IF YOU HAVE been eating a 
well-designed 
diet 
according 


to the four food groups (par­ 
don the reiteration, but they 
are important), you will need 
to change your habits mainly 
in terms of the calories you 
consume. 
The quantities of food you 
eat probably will need to be 
reduced 
in 
order 
to 
avoid 
overweight and its disadvan­ 
tages — greater liability to 
circulatory 
and 
kidney 
dis­ 
eases, diabetes, arthritis, di­ 
gestive problems and increased 
surgical risks. 
Obviously, as one grows old­ 
er, he should have more fre­ 
quent 
medical 
checkups, 
at 
which the dietary matters can 
be reviewed. 
OLDER PEOPLE who live 
alone often fall into unfortunate 
food habits; usually they tend 
to eat too little. If they are at 
all handicapped or enfeebled, 
the effort of marketing, pre­ 
paring and cooking may be dis­ 
couraging. Eating alone is un­ 
interesting at any time of life. 
Loneliness, depression or ill­ 
ness may impair appetite. 
Dental troubles may make 
eating difficult. Financial prob­ 
lems may curtail food supply, 
especially for those with inade­ 
quate incomes yet not on re­ 
lief. These are people who need 
help, either from the commu­ 
nity or the social services of 
the churches. 
The fortunate majority of 
older persons in good health 
need have no special food prob­ 
lems beyond the above modifi­ 
cations.
